No Further Trouble Expected. 

Sheriff John E. Thomas said to- 
night, after a tour of the city, that 
“everything is quiet and I don’t 
expect any more trouble.”’ 

The Sheriff, with scores of spe- 
cial deputies, had managed to 
keep the opposing forces from corn- 
ing together en masse until the ar- 
rival of State troops. His efforts | 
in preserving order, however, did 
not prevent numerous clashes 
among detached units of the op- 
posing forces, resulting® in the 
shooting. 

Col. Connelly, who was placed in 
command of all troops ordered to 
Niles by Gov. .Donahey, in a state- 
ment to the citizens of Niles, said 
it was not his intention to impose 
unnecessary military regulations 
on them, and urged all to co-oper- 
ate with him in maintaining order. 

Appeals to the Citizens. 

Shortly after the arrival, of the 
troops, Capt. BR. A. Cullen of New 
Lexington made several im- 
promptu speechés along the pro- 
posed line of march, announcing 
that the Ku Klux Klan parade had 
been ordered canceled and appeal- 
ing to all citizehs to go to their 
homes and preserye order. 

Tonight practically all klansmen 
from other points had left the city 
or were rapidly leaving by back 
routes Or avoiding entering the city. 
A special train, carrying severa) 
hundred klansmen from Kent and 
other cities, arrived over thd Erie 
Railroad after military authorities 
had takenscharge of the situation. 
They were not permitted to leave 
the train. 

Mayor’s Whereabouts Unknown. 

Many business places were closed 
tonight. All banks were closed, 
though it was their custom to re- 
main open Saturday nights. 

Throughout today’s tension May- 
r Harvey C. Kistler was not at 
his office, which he had left last 
evening. No one connected with 
the city administration professed 
to know where the ¢ity’s chief ex- 
ecutive was. 

Gov. Donahey’s order mobilizing 
the troops came after several! hours 
of intermittent rioting of increas- 
ing violence. It followed several 
urgent requests for aid by Niles 
City offictals and Sheriff Thomas 
during the last two days, which the 
Governor declined to heed, taking 
the stand that the local authori- 
ties had power and authority to 
control the situation.

NILES, O., Noy. 1.—Arrayed as 
if for a pitched battle, members of 
the Ku Klux Klan and Knights of 
the Flaming Circle were assem- 
bled in rival camps outside this 
town at 1:30 p. m. today, the klans- 
men proclaiming they were deter- 
mined to hold their parade in full 
regalia through the streets at 2:30 
p. m. 

The Ku Klux members, reported 
to be 1500 strong, guthered at the 
baseball park about two miles from 
the city limits. They arrived in 
robes but without masks, and al- 
though there was no display of fire- 
arms, each man was reported to be 
armed, Several thousand friends 
and relatives of the marchers also 
were grouped in the park. 

1000 Await Paradecrs. 

The anti-klan faction grouped 
itself around the Niles Glass plant 
a subsidiary of the General Elec 
tric Co., which is on the road be- 
tween the ball park and town. Th: 
parade would have been obliged to 
pass along this road. At least 1000 
men, most of them armed with 
rifies and shotguns, were massed 
across and on either side of the 
road.

FOR 10 ARTICLES 


“Tiger” Says | if He Wrote 
What He Thinks It Would 
* Cause Trouble. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Nov. l»#»—Georges Cle- 
menceau recently refused $50,000 
for 10 articles on the present polit- 
ical situation and his reminiscences, 
offered) by the agent of an Ameri- 
can publication syndicate. The Ti- 
ger welcomed the stranger affably 
in his literary lair, a weather-beat- 
en little cottage at Sainte Hermine, 
on the wind-swept Vendee coast. 

“I can’t accept,” he said. “If 
write anything for you I must write 
what I think and if I write what I 
think it is certain to create a whole 
lot of trouble.” 

“There is enough trouble now,” 
he added. “‘Why cause more?” 

The war-time Premier then in- 
vited the agent to a modest lunch- 
eon served in his kitchen direct 
from the stove to the table, and 
confided: 

“I have just finished the first 
volume of my life’s work. I had 
been working at it since 1919. The 
second volume will take me five 
years to write and the third and 
last a like period. Come and see 
me in 10 years; we may do busi- 
ness.’’ 

Clemenceaw, who has just turned 
83, is robust and alert and gives 
every evidence of splendid health. 
The American felt that his implied 
opinion that he would live to see 
93, was no idle boast. 

The Tiger gets his exercise by 
cultivating a little garden, of which 
he is greatly proud, and he insisted 
that his visitor look at each and 
every one of about 15 anemic to- 
matoes.

Twenty-five hundred men and 
women, in the Odeon last night, 
laughed at Senator James A. Reed's 
description of the Republican par- 
ty as “red at one end and yellow 
at the other,” and cheered his, dec- 
laration that President Coolidge 


“prefers Ku Klux Klan votes to 
defending the Constitution.” 

The meeting, the closing Demo- 
cratic rally of the St. Louls cam- 
paign, marked Senator Reed's first 
public appearance here since his 
campaign, last spring, for a presi- 
dential indorsement. It was his 
second appearatice since he recov- 
ered from a long illness, and he 
decldPed that he ways still “stand- 
ing on one leg,” but his voice held 
out through the 2 hours and 20 
minutes of the speech. 

And his audience not only stayed 
but seemed to grow as the evening 
passed. A few went out, but when- 
ever a seat was vacated, someone 
walked forward from the standing 
lines at the rear and took it, yet 
it appeared that more were stand- 
ing at the end than at the begin- 
ning. 

It was a speech for Davis 
Bryan, but, after the Reed 
it was chiefly a speech 
their opponents. John W. Davis, 
Senator Reed declared, “knows 
more about the Constitution than 
all the Calvin Coolidges that will 
ever be born.’ As for Charles W. 
Bryan, “Nobody ever accused him 
of crooked banking,” as the Sen- 
ator then proceeded, at length, to 
accuse Dawes. 


Flays His Pet Antipathies. 


Senator Reed took abundant oc- 

casion to attach most of his pet” 
tr.tipathies—Secretary Mellon, Sec- 
retary Hoover, Gov. Hyde, thé 
League of Nations, the World 
Court. Only one was missing, as 
compared with his last previous 
speech here. That was William 
G. McAdoo, whom Reed assailed 
bittmrly in his last speech here, but 
who is not now an issue. Instead 
of McAdoo, the Senator now has 
apparently added candidate Dawes 
to his list of intense dislikes. He 
does not dislike President Coolidge, 
he assured the audience—"“you 
ouldn't get mad at him if you kneW 
him’—but he charged him with 
“gross incompetence.” 

He charged that Dawes, posing 
as budget expert, had demanded 
that Congress cut down the river 
and harbor appropriatidn, includ- 
ing the Mississippi River, to $13,- 
500,000, and had been ignorant of 
the fact that a fund of $60,000,000 
or more, which had been used to 
supplement past river appropria- 
tions, had been exhausted, and that 
the work could not be carried on 
at the figure he proposed. 

At the close of his speech, 
Senator Reed delivered a _ perora- 
tion on religious liberty, in which 
the refrain was “Jew and Gentile,” 
Protestant and Catholic.” These, 
he related, shared equally in the

revolutionary days, and he carried 
the recital through the .War of 
1812, the Mexican War, the Span- 
ish-American War and the World 
War, closing with a tribute to war 
mothers. Men as well as women 
were using thelr handkerchiefs, be-

“Long after his detractors have 
been forgotten,” he continued, “the 
memory of Calvin Coolidge will be 
cherished by the American peo- 

le.” 

“Let violators of the law ~»be 
punished, whoever they may be, 
but it would be extraordinary to 
@ssert that their misconduct for 
which they are being duly prose- 
cuted, affords any reason why we 
should adopt free trade instead of 
protection, or alter our fiscal ad- 
ministration or change our foreign 
policy or have governmental own- 
ership, or denature the Supreme 
Court.” 

Hughes declared statements 
made by John W. Davis as to un- 
employment during the Harding- 
Coolidge administration showed a 
lack of knowledge of the true state 
of the record. The Republican 
administration, he said, had in- 
herited a crisis from its Democrat- 
fe predecessor, ‘‘and with it 4,500.- 
000 unemployed,” due to the fail- 
ure of the Democratic administra- 
tion to prevent post-war inflation. 


Replies to Davis. 

The secretary again dealt 
some length with aspects of the 
Washington arms limitation con- 
ference touched upon by Davis in 
recent speeches. 

"s confess that I am mystified,” 
he said, “in one breath he (Mr. 
Davis) is all for disarmament and 
peace, he wants conferences and 
many of them.

Is it not manifest that the question 
is not one for discussion’ in a par- 
tisan campaign for the pugpose of 
depreciating the work of the 
Washington conference but Is an 
important practical one to be con- 
sidered on its merits;and doubtless 
will be so considered by Congress.” 

The secretary declared Davis did 
not “seem to understand the dif- 
ference between the treaty and 
keeping the navy up to the treaty 
ratio.” 

“Whatever failure there may be 
fn this respect in keeping the na- 
vy up to the treaty ratio is not 

ble to the treaty but to 
Congress,” Hughes added, “and as 
to this the Democratic members of 
Congress must bear their full 
measure of responsibility. We are 
for keeping the navy up as. con- 
templated by.the treaty. The 
treaty protects us from a wasteful 
expenditure and it certainly does 
mot prevent building up to the ra- 
tio which the treaty itself contem- 
pilates.”

Asked if he had heard of the 
mail robbery here, April 2, 1923, 
he answered in the af@rmative and 
was instructe dto tell what he 
knew of it. 

Renard thereupon plunged into 
the story, beginning with meeting 
“Sticky’’ Hennessy at Maxwelton 
Club the day after the mail rob- 
bery. ‘“‘Sticky,”’ he said, told him 
the job had been pulled off satisfac- 
torily. . Renard added that he was 
to have driven one of the cars used 
in the robbery, but that this ar- 
rangement had been changed. He 
said Hennessy was the one who had 
suggested this to him. 

Later on, in his testimony, Renard 
said he was at Maxwelton Club the 
night before the robbery, that he 
and others, including most of the 
defendants, were told (he did not 
say by whom) to prepare alibis, 
“because there is a mail truck going 
at 6 a. m.”’ 

“Look around the court room 
and name those you know among 
the defendants,"’ said Prosecutor 
Dyer. 

Names the Defendants, 

Calmly Renard faced the  ac- 
cused gangsters—the former  as- 
sociates on whom he was “snitch- 
ing’’—naming them as _  Colbeck, 
Steve Ryan, Dave Robinson, Red 
Smith, Oliver Dougherty, Leo Cro- 
nin, Rudolph Schmidt, whom he 
called Schneider, and Roy Tipton. 
Two other defendants, whom he 
did not name, were Walter A, 
Kelly, blind lawyer, and Max Si- 
monson. Later he connected &i- 
monson with possession of the 
loot, but did not at ony time men- 
tion Kelly. 

When asked to describe Colbeck, 
Renard replied: “He is a politician 
—supposed to be—a committee- 
man.”’ 

Meeting in Saloon. 

Renard related that he and 
“Sticky” Hennessy went from 
Maxwelton Club the night after the 
robbery to Conrades’ saloon, 6200 
caston avenue, where they met the 
“Cuckoo mob,” meaning gangsters 
from around lower Chouteau ave- 
nue, but there were no Egan gang- 
sters there, he said. 

He named Schneider 
Schmidt), Tipton, Harry Londo and 
William Crowe as some of 
Cuckoo gang he met at the saloon. 
Londo and Crowe since have been 
killed in gang fights. 

“Colbeck then ordered me to 
take Tipton and Daniels where 
they wanted to go," Renafri tes- 
tified, “and we left the club tn my 
car.

“Colbeck and some of the. others 
looked over them and somebody 
went upstairs and got three shot- 
guns and they started out with the 
bonds.” 

“Who started out?’

“Hennessy, Sehneider, Ryan,

The testimony in Washing- 
ton during your absence developed 
huge sums unreported, in the hands 
of loca) treasurers, state chairmen 
and local comittees. Estimates 
given show that ‘in some places the 
amount in the hands of local com- 
mittees and treasurers for the elec- 
tion of the straight Republican 
ticket equalled, if not exceeded, the 
amount collected by the national 
Republican committee. 

“Collections from postmasters, 
and Federal employes by district 
collectors shows large funds on 
hand. Information conveyed to Ine 
rere indicate that theer were much 
larger assessments or contributions 
from liquor permitees than we were 
able to develop in our Iimited time.

“We have voted bonds,” he said, 
“and some day the money will all 
be spent, but the money is not 
available, under the law, until the 
lapse of a considerable time. In 
the meantime, we have hundreds 
of miles of roads partly built, with 
the parts not linked together—a 
few miles of fine concrete, and a 
few more miles of beautiful mud, 
from here to Kansas City, and in 
other directions through the State. 
Let’s have sense and vote, without 
raising State taxes, to lift Missouri 
out of the mud while we are still 
here on earth. Without roads we 
are worse off than a flapper with- 
out bobbed hair.” 

He mentioned Amendment No. 7. 
for expansion of St. Louis, asking 
merely that his hearers examine 
and consider it. 

La Follette Rebelled. 

Returning to the political situa- 
tion, Senator ' 
Republican party as split into. two 
contending parts, the La Follette 
candidacy representing the “pro- 
gressive or radical” part. The pro- 
gressives, he said, “reluctantly 
stuck with the old party when it 
merely stood still. But when, crab- 
like, it began moving backward, 
when it completely surrendered to 
the capitalistic class, the branch 
led by La Follette rebelled. 

“Don’t say I defended La Fol- 
lette,” he added. ‘‘I'm simply hang- 
ing this can on the tail that it be- 
longs to—and I am not sure but 
the tail contains more virtue than 
the head of the animal.”’ 


Thus, he declared, the Republic- 
an party is shown to be red at one 
end, “and I hesitate to say what 
color at the other.” Some of his 
hearers shouted, “Yellow,” and 
Reed said that was the color he 
had in mind. 

‘La Follette is a Republican,” the 
Senator continued, and recited the 
offices that the Wisconsin Senator 
has filled as a Republican. 
has stood on the floor of the Senate 
and advocated practically every 
doctrine in his present platform. I 
have never seen a Republican rise 
and attempt to reply to him. That 
has been done by the Democrats-—- 
I have done some of it myself, and 
have survived.” 

He then called the roll of La 
Follette’s Republican followers in 
the Senate, not all of whom. dre now 
supporting him, but all of whom 
have shown sympathy with his pro- 
gram. These were Borah, Capper, 
former Senator Kenyon, Brookharr, 
Couzens. Frazier, Howell, Magnus 
Johnson, Ladd, Norbeck, Norris, 
Shipstead, and, in most respects, 
Hiram Johnson. “The split, there- 
fore,” he said, “is in the Repubii- 
can ranks.” 

An Unreasonable Plea. 

From this, Senator Reed argued 
that the Republican leaders lack 
reason for their pleas to support 
Coolidge, in order to keep the elec- 
tion out of Congress. Since Davis 
is holding the Democratic states 
of the-South, and Coolidge is not 
holding the Republican states of 
the Northwest, Reed argued that 
Davis was the candidate to whom 
voters shopld rally for the purpose 
stated.

Head of Aluminum Trust. 

“Mellon was not only a Pitts- 
burg banker,—and I venture the 
guess that his banks control many 
thousands of dollars of the _ se- 
curities of the States. He was head 
of the great aluminum trust which 
is engaged in trade and commerce 
‘throughout the world. It is the 
only world monopoly of a great 
necessity. 

“He was also the director in 68 
great banks, trust companies and 
industrial ventures. The ramifi- 
cations of his business covered the 
United States and many foreign 
parts. They embraced almost ev- 
erything from the production of oll 
to the sale of whisky. 

“Associated with him was a 
sroup of capitalists and manufac- 
turers who probably command 
more money than any similar 
group in the world. His appoint- 
ment was directly in violation of 
the law. He had a direct interest 
in the question of taxes. He him- 
self last year, after making the 
25 per cent reduction, paid the 
Federal Government in income 
tax $1,173,987.95. He had every 
inducement and every incentive to 
cut down the taxes on millionaires 
and multi-millionaires like him- 
self. 


“He brought in his bill a year 
and a half ago. It was backed by 
the President. It proposed to re- 
duce the taxes on 12,000 million- 
aires by $90,000,000 and made no 
substantial reductions upon mod- 
erate incomes, Harding was for 
that bill. Coolidge was for that 
bill. The standpat element of the 
Republican party were back om it 
to a man.

It would, 
in fact, have destroyed the farm 
loan banks. 

“Taking these three schemes to- 
gether, you have no difficulty in 
discerning why all the great in- 
dustrialists, «ll the great finan- 
ciers, all the gre money loaners 
are rallying to the standards of 
Coolidge the Great, the Careful. 
the Silent, the Safe. 

“Their arms are long. Their in- 
fluence almost unlimited. They 
control many of the sources of 
public information. And, so when 
Harding died, they at once turned 
their faces toward Calvin Coolidge 
even as devout Mohammedans turn 
toward Mecca 

Propaganda Startcd. 

“Immediately the country wags 
flooded with propaganda that the 
silence of Coolidge was an ev'i- 
dence of marvelous wisdom. Up 
to that time we had supposed Cool. 
idge had little to say either be- 
cause of a dearth of courage or a 
sterility of thought. He is being 
praised today not for the thing; 
he does say, but for his failure to 
speak at all. Once in a while he 
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hone: |. The farmer, he 


gives out a canned statement. I 
have no doubt that every declara- 
tion he makes has been visaed by 
his political bosses. 

“We are told that his silence is 
the result of coolness and the slo- 
gan‘ his own people adopted was: 
Calvin Coolidge, cool as a cucum- 
ber. I would not compare him 
with that vegetable which has 
never given sustenance to man or 
beast and which has produced 
only indigestion and colic. 


“We were then told that he was 
a man of marvelous strength, a 
commanding figure in the Iintellec- 
tual and political world. Attend 
the moment to this claim. 


“When he was elected Vice Pres- 
ident, he was a lawyer without @& 
brief. History does not record 
where he ever made a great argu- 
ment or tried a great case. He 
was in truth an humble cog In the 
Murray Crane Massachusetts po- 
litical machine. Because of faith- 
ful service to that machine, he was 
made Governor. For want of any- 
thing better to do, the Republican 
convention nominated him for 
Vice President. The death of Mr. 
Harding made him President. He 
moved to the White House and an- 
nounced that he had no ideas of 
his own and so would just follow 
Harding's plans. He kept all of 
Harding's Cabinet, includffig its 
incompetents and its criminals. 


“Defended Culorits.” 
“When a Democratic Senator

When- 
ever under the rule of any party 
corruption becomes widespread 
and notorious, whenever it extends 
not only to mere underlings but 
to those in seats of highest power, 
the party in whose ranks it ap- 
pears must expect to pay the pen- 
alty imposed by an outraged public 
opinion. It is not reflection on the 
honest men and women who make 
up ite rank and file; it is no re- 
proach to any left in office whose 
virtue fs still intact, to insist that 
the party organizatién to which 
they belong shall stand or fall by 
the record it has made, 

“There is a dead line which no 
party can be permitted to cross 
with impunity. There is a degree 
of corruption which calls for stern 
rebuke even by the adherents of 
the party itself, unless by their 
complacence they are willing to 
take upon their own shoulders a 
share of responsibility for the 
crime. 

Asks Higher Standards. 


“T cannot believe that the coun- 
try will rest content with the 
statement of President Coolidge 
that the wonder is not that the 
corruption involved so much and 
so many, rather that it Was 80 
little and so few. We cannot be 
asked to accept in American gov- 
ernment any lawer standard than 
that of absolute and entire hon- 
esty. We have the right to de- 
mand that not some but all of 
those who serve us shall prove 
faithful to their truest. I appeal not 
only to Democrats, but to all pa- 
triots of whatever party, to express 
at the ballot box their determina- 
tion to accept no, lower standard. 
On a great issue like this, of moral 
right and moral wrong, there is no 
room for division among Ameri- 
cans on party lines. And especial- 
ly do I appeal to the fathers and 
mothers of America in whose 
hands rests the training of our 
future citizens, to make an exam- 
ple that coming generations will 
remember of those who degrade 
public office and betray the public 
trust. 

“There is the question of effi- 
clency in Government. No polit- 
ical party has the right to ask a 
renewal of its power unless it can 
show that it has kept its promise« 
in the past and is able to perform 
them in the future. If it i# to in- 
vite the public confidence it must 
present leaders who can lead and 
followers who are willing to sup- 
port that leadership. I cannot 
think that undér our system of 
government the duty of executive 
leadership is d@ischarged by abor- 
tive vetoes or that a party is en- 
titled to confidence when it ex- 
hibits an Inability to agree, in Con- 
a or without, upon party pol. 

es. 


. BPotnts to Republican Spilit. 
“The contending forces that 


have split the Republican party in 
twath Wilt not be reconciled mere- 


struggle will but be begun again 
on a new battleground and _  re- 
newed more fiercely than before. 
Their differences of outlook and 
gt interest are too profound to be 
bridged by any temporary com- 
promise. Stagnation, or chaos, or 
an alternation of the two, will 
reign supreme in Washington. ; 
“There is the great moral issivte 
of privilege In government; wheth.- 
er it is morally right or morally 
wrong that governmental power, 
drawn from all the people, should 
be used to enrich the few at the 
expense of the many, or to reward 
political friends and punish polit 
ical enemies. 

“Never in American history has 
privilege flaunted itself in the 
streets of the national capita! 
more brazenly and unashamed 
than during the last three and one- 
half years. It was not alone the 
desire for illicit gain that lost to 
the nation the naval oil reserves 
it is now struggling by legal proc. 
ess to recover. it was equally the 
wish to use governmental power 
to advance the interest of per- 
sonal and political friends. It was 
not primarily a desire to enforce 
the law that united the Depart- 
ment of Justice with the Repub- 
lican National Committee in put- 
ting spies and agents on the trial 
of Senators and Congressmen; it 
was a willingness to use the power 
of government to punish pergonal 
and political enemies. 


Costly Favoritism. 


“It is this fixed belief in privi- 
lege aS a@ guvernmental policy that 
led the administration to ‘avor a 
subsidy to shipping interests run- 
ning to a gross total of $750,000.- 
000. And in the passage of the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff privilege 
came into its perfect flower. The 
license to plunder which this act 
extends was bought and paid for 
by those who profit under it and 
who hope, by political contribu- 
tions during the present campaign, 
to insure its perpetuation. In viow 
of the grossly excessive rates which 
it contains, it is painful to hear 
President Coolidge pronounce it 
the lowest tariff which the Re- 
publican party has enacted since 
1890. 

“In the name of the Democratic 
party I promise the American péo- 
ple relief from so0 unjust a law.

SEEKS REFUND ON 
U. §. INCOME TAX 


Asa G. Candler Sr. Alleges His 
Payment of $538,362 in 
191¥ Was Excessive. 


By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 1.—Alleg- 
ing that $538962.13 which the 
Government collécted from him as 
income tax In 1917, was excessive, 
Asa G. Candler Sr., this afternoon 
filed suit against J. T. Rose, Col- 
lector of Internar Revenue for 
Georgia, and A. O. Blalock, former 
Collector, in which Candler seeks 
refunds ranging from $117,666.27 
to $287,692.24. 

The suit sets forth that Feb. 9, 
1921, Candler was notified that an 
additional tax of $374,629.91 was 
due on account of the allocation of 
certain dividends received Dy him. 
Soon afterward an assessment in 
that sum was made and April 5, 
1921; Candler paid $143,700.79 to 
Blalock and filed a claim for re- 
bate of $230,929.12. On Oct. 27, 
1921, Candler was notified that 
abatement of $211,281.37 had been 
had been allowed but his plea for 
abatement of $21,,281.37 had been 
rejected, Subsequently he received 
demands from the Government for 
the sums assessed plus interest and 
March 24, 1923, was advised that 
the tax already assessed for 1917. 
had been increased by $89,005.52. 
He protested and this last figure 
was reduced to $48,007.15. 

On Jan. 11, 1924, Collector Rose 
again demanded payment of the 
$211,281.37 with added interest of 
$34,861.43, and Candler recites in 
his suit that “under protest and 
duress” he paid both sums and the 
additional sum of $48,007.15, the 
amount of the last assessment. He 
filed claims for refund and Aug. 
27 received notice from the’ De- 
partment of Internal revenue that 
a reaudit of his tax showed an 
Over-assessment of $76,457.71. 

The suit also recites the action 
of the board of directors of the 
Coca-Cola Co. of Georgia in vot- 
ing and distributing $3000 divi- 
dends on each share of stock in 
1917. It is stated that Candler 
owned 391 of the 600 shares of 
stock and in the distribution of 
these dividends he received $1,- 
173,000. |

DAWES AND CANNON 


AT GEORGE ADE FARM 


“Uncle Joe’ Given Ovation; 
Nominee Closes Campaign 
With Speech in South Bend. 


By the Associated Press. 
SOUTH BEND, Ind.. Nov. 1.— 


Charles G. Dawes here  tunight 


closed his speaking campaign as 
he began it—with an attack on the 
La Follette Independent candidacy. 

When he accepted the Republic- 
an nomination for Vice President 
at his home in Evanston, Aug. 19, 
Dawes described the La Follette 
movement as “the first mobiliza- 
tion of extreme fadicalism” and de- 
clared the alternative was “the 
progressive conservatism of Calvin 
CoohHdge.”’ 

Here tonight in his final cam- 
paign speech he reiterated many 
of the statements then made and 
declared that the American elec- 
torate next Tuesday would be called 
upon to take a “stand either on the 
sinking sands of Socialism under 
the Red flag or on the rock of 
the Constitution under the Ameri- 
csan flag with President Coolidge.” 

More than 20,000 miles of trav- 
el have separated the acceptance 
address of mid-August from the 
speech made here tonight at a Ke- 
publican rally in the South Side 
High School auditorium, but the 
theme of virtually all of the more 
than a hundred intervening cam- 
paign utterances of the Republican 
nominee have been the same. 

The address here tonight was the 
second of the day, the nominee pre- 
viously having spoken to a large 
gathering at Hazelden Farm, home 
of George Ade, the Indiana author, 
in the northwestern part of the 
State. 

Chicago Friends Present. 

The setting for the Ade farm 
speech was aie real old-fashioned 
Hoosier political gathering. Farm- 
ers from both Indiana and Illinois 
had arrived ahead of the Republic- 
an and his party traveling by spe- 
cial train from Chicago, and the 
20-acre field near Ade’s home was 
packed with automobiles.

The aged former Speaker of the 
House, who was present at the 
August notification ceremonies for 
Dawes, received an ovation to 
which he responded with a two 
sentence speech, saying:

Gillespie’s Statement. 
Gillespie’s statement follows: 
“Touching the statement made 

by Michael J. Hart, Republican 
candidate for Gongress in the BDlev- 
enth District, with regard to the 
testimonial dinner to Maj. and Mrs. 
Harry B. Hawes, the Bill of Rights 
Club selected a place—the Cham- 
ber of Commerce—with which we 
have no connection or association 


because they furnish a dinner for 


85 cents, the lowest priced dinner 
we could get at a place large 
enough to hold the crowd. The 
additional 15 cents on the ticket of 
$1 was used for music, flowers and 
rrinting; so this is our connection 
with the Chamber of Commerce or 
so-called ‘Big Cinch’ referred to by 
Mr. Hart, and the only connection 
we have. 

“Mr. Hart describes the meeting 
as a ‘circus performance.’ 

“The first speaker was the Rev. 
Russell J. Wilbur; the second 
speaker was Mr. George S. Johns, 
editor of the editorial page of the 
Post-Dispatch; a few woras from 
Mrs. Hawes, thanking our club for 
a bouquet of flowers; a speech by 
James Conroy, for (23 years a 
prominent labor man and orator 
of the City of St. Louis; and the 
response by Mr. Hawes on the sub- 
ject of the Bill of Rights, 

“This was the ‘circus perform- 
ance’ described by Mr. Hart. 

“No Politics Discussed.” 

“During the entire evening there 
was no politics discussed. Mr. 
Hart’s name was not mentioned by 
a single speaker, and certainly Mr. 
Hawes in his, speech did not refer 
to him even by indirection. He 
discussed only the bill of rights. 

“The speeches were all ona 
high plane, in defense of religious 
liberty and the bill of rights. 

“Mr. Hart may consider this a 
‘circus performance.’ Of course, he 
has his own view on the bill of 
rights, and may probably place this 
interpretation upon the character 
of men and the character of dis- 
cussion as a Ringling circus per- 
formance. 

“The ‘steam calliope’ referred to 
by Mr. Hart was Noel Poepping’s 
orchestra. 

“Of those present at least $0 per 
cent came from the Eleventh Con- 
gressional District, and they not 
only came from the district, but 
they .were divided amongst the 
wards and precincts of the Elev- 
enth Congressional District—men 
and women. 

Wives and Daughters Present. 

“Fully 80 per cent of the men 
present were members of the 
Knights of Columbus, who were 
accompanied by their wives and 
daughters. These are referred to 
by Mr. Hart as ‘Percy’ and ‘Archi- 
bald’ amd ‘gay~ young lovers.’ 

“His reference to Mrs. Hawes— 
a most estimable and lovely lady— 
by the familiar designation of 
‘Helen,’ must naturally disgust all 
right-thinking men or those who 
have any spirit of decency. 

“Mr. Hart says that two-thirds 
of those present were ‘deadheads,’ 
who were provided with free tick- 
ets and lived outside of the dis- 
trict. This is a false statement. All 
those who attended the dinner, 
with the exception of 11, paid their 
admissions. The 11 unpaid-for 
tickets were given to members of 
the press, musicians and speakers 
On the program. 

“I venture the assertion without 
fear of contradiction that of the 
700, not 50 came from outside of 
the Eleventh Congressional Dis- 
trict. The 700 men and women— 
most of them Catholics—were re- 
fererd to as ‘deadheads,’ ‘supers’ 
and ‘sheiks.’ 

“Over 700 Who Know.” 

“Tt just so happens that In the 
Eleventh Congressional District 
there are over 700 men and women 
who know that when Mr. Hart 
makee the statement that they were 
‘deadheads,’ ‘supers’ or ‘shieks’ 
who came in on free tickets, he 
made a deliberately fatse state- 
ment. 

“The labor indorsement of Mr 
Hawes was not a personal state- 
ment of Mr.“James Conroy, but a 
statement written and signed by 
representatives of 11 different un- 
ions. 

“So much for the dinner. It 
was a simple, popular-priced din- 
ner, held in the Chamber of Com- 
merce dining room, each person 
paying a dollar. 

“Now, as to the occasion for the 
dinner: That, after all, is the im- 
portant thing. 

Bill of Rights Clab. 

“The members of the Bill of 
Rights Club are not politicians. 
They are not connected with the 
regular Democratic organization of 
the Eleventh Congressional Dis- 
trict, nor any political organiza- 
tion. 

“We were, however, as Individu- 
als, not only surprised but shocked 
when we found that Mr. Michael 
Hart, a member of the Knights of 
Columbus, had filled as a candidate 
against Mr. Hawes, who has be- 
come known nationally as an ad- 
vocate of religious freedom and 
the bill of rights. 

‘This was shocking to our sense 
of decency and eratitude, and we 
commenced the work of organi- 
zation to show not only to the 
voters of the Eleventh Congres« 
sional District. but to the State and 
the nation, that this conduct was 
resented by us as right-thinking 
men and women. 

“Tn the short space of str weeks 
we have attained a membership of 
over 2000. who, 
party affiliation, will appear at. 
fhe polis on election day and ac- 
tively espouse Mr. Havwer’ cause. 

“Most of us know Mike Hart and 
his brother, uke Hart. personalty. 
and we were astonished that he 


trrespective of. 


permitted scheming politicians to 
prevail upon him to use his name 
in this contest. It was a most un- 
fortunate thing to do, not only lo- 
cally, but it will be seized upon by 
the intolerants and bigots opposing 
religious liberty everywheré as an 
iNustration of their claims that 
the church is in politics. 


Organization of Club,’ 
"We organized this club on ac- 


count of our resentment, not per- 
sonal but because it was.a danger- 
ous thing while the great fight for 
religious liberty is on, for any man 
to permit his personal ambitions to 
so outweight greater considera- 
tions of the promotion of the cause 
as well as honor and decency, 

“To forward his own personal 
selfish interests he has ignored the 
real object for which we are fight- 
ing. 

“We feel that Mr. Hart will re- 
gret his designation of those pres- 
ent as ‘deadheads,’ as ‘supers,’ as 
‘sheiks.’ Only a petylant man, who 
has placed his own personal ag- 
grandizement above a great prin- 
ciple and a great cause, would stoop 
to such assaults. 

“We also feel resentful because, 
during this entire campaign, no 
one connected with our organiza- 
tion, nor (as far as we can ascer- 
tain) Mr. Hawes or any of his 
friends, have ever assailed Mr. 
Hart personally. The inducement 
to do so has been strong, but the 
temptation has been resisted. 

“No Personal Assaults.” 

“The legitimate political argu- 
ment that he was trying to be a 
candidate of th parties (Repub- 
lican and Lispral) has been em- 
pioyed, but there have been on per- 
sonal assaults, no attacks; and it 
remained for him to inject the per- 
sonal vilification element into this 
campaign which we wanted to leave 
out of it. 

“Finally, we believe Mr. Hart is 
fighting for himself, and we, the 
Bill. of Rights Club, are fighting 
for a great principle. 

“T haye not issued this state- 


ment without consultation. I have 
advised with many of the men 
connected with our organization, 
and find they are all filled with in- 
dignation. 


* “We now call upon Mr. Hart to 
give the mes of the ‘deadheads,’, 
the ‘supers’ and the ‘sheiks.’ 


“I can prove the falsity of the 


charge by showing him or anyone the general protest here,

The autumn chrysanthemum 
show at the Missouri Botanical 
(Shaw’s) Garden—one of the out- 
standing annual displays of the fa- 
mous institution—will be opened 
free to the public at 2 p. m., to- 
day, to continue throughout No- 
vember during the garden's exhi- 
bition hours of from 8 a. m. on 
week days and 2 p. m. on Sundays 


until sunset. 

There again will be shown, as on 
previous years, about 3000 plants, 
representing about 300 varieties, 
descended from this singular and 
beautiful Japanese, flower, which 
possesses tendencies to diversify in 
color and form and to multiply to 
a,degree that make it of especial 
interest to floriculturists.

‘mum show this year may antici- 
pate a setting of unmatched love- 
liness, as the central exhibit has 
been arranged in the display green- 
house. The large single-stemmed 
blossoms have been massed in 
three large, circular beds—grouped 
by color, one lavender, one white 
and one yellow.

ISSUE ON FREE BRIDGE 
APPROACH DISCUSSED 


Backers of Proposal to Con- 
demn Land in Illinois State 
Their Views. 


Editor Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial in yesterday's is- 
sue on the bridge approach Prop- 
osition No. 9 te be voted on Nov. 
4, demands correction and explana- 
tion in justice to the people of St. 
Louls in the following respects; 


1. In paragraph 2 of said edito- 
rial appears the statement that “au- 
thorities agree that it will cost no 
‘ess than $5,000,000 to complete the 
project, therefore, a vote against 
the dismissal of the condemna- 
tion suit will accomplish nothing 
even if the Nos are in the major- 
ity. se 

We challenge the statement that 
“authorities” have reached any 
ruch agreement but on the con- 
trary we assert that the statement 
as to additional costs is propaganda 
circulated with the approval of the 
Bridge Combine. 

2. In paragraph 8 of said editor- 
lal it ig stated: “There is nothing 
to force the railroads to use the 
Free Bridge, and they have indi- 
cated what they might do with the 
northeast approach what they 
have done with the present ap- 
proach.” 2 

It is well known that there is 
no present approach. A short pre- 
tended approach was constructed 
with its terminus within a network 
of tracks controlled by the Bridge 
Combine, rendering it impossible 
for any independent railroad line 
to reach the Free Bridge. We 
challenge a contradition of this 
statement. 

Again your editorial states that 
the railroads will not use the north- 
east approach when it is constrpct- 
ed, but you ignore the fact that 
the people of the City of St. Louis 
have by their vote approved the 

east approach. The fact is 

two great railroad systems are 
now seeking entry into’the City of 
St. Louis without being forced to 
bow to the bridge combine. if 
work is continued and the con- 
struction of the approach is com- 
pleted you say the railroads will 
not use it.

HARVARD COLLECTING 
A BUSINESS LIBRARY 


Graduate School to Have Ex- 
tensive Records of Busi- 
ness World. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, Mass., Nov. 1.——Myr. 


Dooley once sald: “A Carnegie li- 
brary isn’t ltrachoor—tit’s archi- 
tecture.” Harvard University is fast 
developing a library, which is—as 
yet—tievold of architecture. And it 
is not ornamental 

It is called the Harvard Business 
Library and it already contains @ 
large assortment of books, maga- 
zines and papers relating to bust- 
ness—past and present. 

It is a special Ifbrary which is 
being developed in connection with 
the Graduate School of Business 
Administration, and ‘it has been 


able to secure treasures in the form 
of original records of some of the 
great business enterprises in this 
country. 

At the present time this library 
is housed on the top floor of the 
Widener Library, but it is also 
overflowing into the basement and 
wherever in that great ®uildimg 
there is any available space for 
such a purpose. For probably no 
library ever grew at such @ pace 
as this Business Library, and no 
collection of books, papers, ré@c- 
ords, etc., ever presented euch 
problems of arrangement end 
classification. 

Big Job for Tébrarian. 

That job falls largely to the lct 
of Charlies Curtis Eaton, Ifbrarian 
of the Graduate School of Busi- 
‘ness Administration—e man who 
‘likely has delved into more varie- 
ties of old business records than 
any other man in the country. 

He will go into just euch en 
ecstasy of joy over the discovery 
of some old business ledger or mer- 
chandise accdunt as another libra- 
rian would over the discovery of a 
choice first edition of same great 
author. 

Harvard began with the training 
of men for the ministry, which was 
| considered the most tmportant of 
‘the learned professions in the early | 
| days of the Massachusetts Bey | 
| Colony. Later, the professions of 
| medicine and law were edded, and 
‘science in a tentative way. Then 
|'men of broad and practical vision. 
like Abbot Lawrence in the middie 
of the last eentury, felt that 
science should be co-ordinated in e 
school—hence the Lawrence Scien- 
tific School. 

Soemthing New. 

The next step was taken by 
President Elliot and his advisers 
when they established the Graduate 
| School of Business Administration, 
'which has grown to immense pro- 
| portions in a comparatively few 
Veare. 
| There are students from scores 
of colleges in that school. 

Bishop Lawrence, at the head of 
a fund committee, is raising a large 
endowment for the school. 

Nafurally such a schoo! requires 
a li ry of its own. The old idea 
of a tollege library did not include 
jin its vision or pragtice the collect- 
ing of books relating to business, 
other than those related one way 
Or another f& péblitical economy, 
‘and academic economics. 

The cold facts regarding the 
business world were not thought oi 
|sufficient importance to be pre- 
served, except in the cellars or at- 
|tics of old business houses and oc- 
| casionally tn the attic or cellar of 
|} some family that had been connect. 
}ed with a big business enterprise 
of the past or present. 

In such places Baton and his as- 
sociates have been digging out 
treasures for thig new library the 
last few years. And they have 
been able to interest many busi- 
ness men in the work. A commit- 
tee of business men has aided ma- 
terially in the work.

Was a great play. In the light’ of 
this dictum I read Pinero’s trag- 
edy and agreed that it undoubted- 
ly was a masterpiece. The char- 
acters in it talked in a manner 
not altogether unlike persons liv- 
ing in the world, and the plot of 
the piece did miove along with a 
palpable current until the end. 

Later, I came upon Shaw and 
I found that he did not think mueh 
of Pinero. He championed a differ- 
ent sort of play. It seemed to 
Shaw that the theater ought to 
deal with ideas. There were none 
in “The Second Mrs. Tanqueray.” 

Shaw, like the professor, was an 
importint person, and so I proba- 
bly receded not a little from my 
early conviction of the genius of 
Pinero. Still, one untested contin- 
gency remained in my mind. “Per- 
haps it plays weil,”’ I thought to 
myself. Somehow or other “The 
Second Mrs. Tanqueray’™’ never was 
put on ip any community where |! 
happened to be, and I saw it for 
the first time Monday night in the 
revival led by Ethel Barrymore at 
the Cort. 

Mustiness of Thought. 
Y now my alienation from 
BR Pinero is complete. “The Sec- 
ond Mrs. Tanqueray’™’ does not 
play well. At least, it is of no use 
to me. It was to me a fresh play 
for all practical purposes. It was 
not toughened by familiarity with 
its every twist and turn. Evén so 

it did not hold my Interest. 

The distraction was not in one 
or two archaic stage devices. I had 
no feeling of horror \"hen Aubrey 
stood upon an empty stage and 
read aloud a letter to himself in 
order to take the audience into his 
confidence. The soliloquy is a de- 
vice so useful to the dramatist that 
playwrights ought to organize and 
insist that audiences accept it. 

It was not mustiness of action, 
but mustiness of thought which 
moved “The Second Mrs. Tanque- 
ray’ miles and miles away from 
Continued om Next Page.

STATE CENSUS SHOWS 


Reduction Since 1914 Exceeds 
25 Per Cent; Mule List 
Slightly Larger. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY. Nov. 1.— 
War, gasoline and the farm-to-city 
movement of population have 
caused a reduction in the number 
of Missouri farm horses from l,- 
096,000 head in 1914 to 861,000 in 
1924, a report on a farm horse s6ur- 
vey just completed by Jewell Mayes 
of the State Board of Agriculture, 
and EB. A. Logan of the United 
States Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics, says. 

This study of Dobbin in the rural 
sections also discloses, according to 
the survey makers, that Missouri 
farm horses run to advanced ages. 
| It was stated that 25 per cent of 
| the horses are at least 12 years old. 
| One-year-olds comprise only ‘5 per 
leent of the total. The number 
*gradually increases for other ages 
up to 9 per cent of the total for 
each year from seven to 10 years. 

Work Horses Live Long. 

Working, of horses at the more 
advanced ages apparently centers 
in certain districts. The report 
shows that 32 per cent of the farm 
horses used in the Central Mis- 
sourl counties are more than 12 
year of age. In the soutb-central 
counties only 19 per cent of the 
horses in use have passed their 
twelfth year. 

“The large numbers at the 
greater ages confirms the reduc- 
tion in the number of horses for 
several years,”’ the report states. 
“Reduced breeding operations aré 
resulting in a continued reduction 
of Missouri horse stock, and an in- 


mals.” 

The decrease is attributed to sev- 
‘eral causes, spread over more than 
20 years, it was. said, beginning 
with the Spanish-American war 
and followed by the Boer War, 
which resulted in the exporting of 
many horses. . 

Autos, Tractors and ‘racks. 

Other causes given are increased 
use of automobiles, tractors and 
trucks, the demand for horses dur- 
ing the World War. decrease of 
farm population and the increasing 
size of Missouri! farms in the last 
20 years. This increase in size of 
farms has resulted in more use of 
power-operated machinery. 

Mules have fared better than 
horses In the struggle for existence. 
The report states there are 373,000 
mules in Missouri this year, com- 
pared to 329,000 in 1914. The in- 
crease was steady from 1914 to 
1920, but there has been a gradual 
decline from the 1920 peak to the 
present total, it was said. 

The survey also shows the farm 
mules collectively are younger than 


the mules are i-year-olds, the re- 
port states, 29 per cent 2 and 3 
year olds, and 21 per cent are 4 
and 5 year olds. Only 2 per cent 
jare 11 years old and those more 
than 12 years old are approximate- 
ly 10 per cent of the total.

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$22.38 in Oregon; the $250 funeral 
benefit, the nearest being $200 in 
Idaho, Maine, Michigan, New York, 
Rhode Island and Wisconsin, and 
the $12 minimum in’ permanent 
total disability cases, the nearest 
to which is $11.54 in Wyoming. If 
it be recalled, however, that the 
accidents which result in death are 
only 1 per cent of all accidents, 
and that those resulting in perma- 
nent total disability are less than 
-l per. cent of all accidents, {it will 
be seén that the apparent expense 
|of thé ‘two latter items is much ex. 
ageerated. 

| Furthermore we find that to off- 
set these three liberal items, there 
are at least seVen features of the 
Missouri proposal ‘which are less 
liberal than the laws of certain 
other States. 

1. Whereas this Missourl meas- 
ure proposes to limit medical care 
to $500, 19 more liberal laws place 
no Himit on the amount which may

2. Whereas it pro des medical 
care for only 90 days, 18 more lib- 
eral laws allow medical cage as 
long as needed. 

3. Whereas it will pay no com- 
pensation for the first two days 
after the injury, Oregon and Porto 
Rico: pay compensation from the 
very first day. 

4. Whereas the minimum weekly 
allowance for temporary total dis- 
ability is but $8, in Nevada the 
weekly minimum is $9.23 and in 
Wyoming $11.54, 

5. Whereas in case of temporary

total disability this measure pro- 
vidés| compensation for only 400 
weeks, in 15 more liberal laws com- 
pensation ‘is provided throughout 
the entire disability. 

6. Wherpas in death cases, it 
vrovides for a widow and ‘her ba- 
hies for only a meager six years, 
the more liberal provisions of Min- 
nesota, Nevada, New York, North 
Dakota, Oregon, Washington, West 
Virginia and the Federal law al- 
low compensation to the widow 
until she dies or remarries and 
provide for the children until they 
are of employable age. 

7. Wheras this méasutre fails to 
recognize occupational diseases, 
such as lead and mercury polson- 
‘jing, 12 laws now compensate this 
class .of occupational injuries the 
same as accidents. 

In short, since we find offsetting 
three liberal features of the Mis- 
sourl propogal, no jess than seven 
features which are less liberal than 
certain’ other laws, ‘it will readily 
be seen that the combined effect 
is to make the Missour! proposal 
little, if.any, more expensive than 
other. good compensation laws. 

Evidently the employers of Mis- 
sourl, following in the footsteps of 
their brethren in 42 other compen-. 
ration states, have in advance 
exaggerated the cost of 
this measure. We prophesy that 
not long after its enactment they 
will—again following the example 
ef their brethren in each and every 
one of the 42 compensation states 
—ing the praises of their State 
compensation law as the best in the 
| Union. - 

Of the 42 compensation laws 
there are no two alike. One can 
find details to criticise in each. In- 
deed, it is doubtful if a com pengsa- 
tion law could be devised on which 
all parties would agree on all de- 
talls. Yet each of the 42 laws is 
Siving reasonable satisfaction, 

ee —— a workmen's com- 
pensation law is such a crying need 
‘in. Missouri, we should cahanoten 
our petty criticisms of unimportant 
details and control our imaginary 
fears. The proposed law may not 
be ideal, but it is not much, if any, 
more costly than the laws of the 
best states, and it will give satis.

The controversy which has raged 
for three weeks sifice residents of 
the Ellenwood subdivision filed an 
injunction suit to prevent the Unit- | 
ed Hebrew Congregation from 
erecting a temple on Skinker road, 
near Wydown boulevard, Was 
marked yesterday by a statement 
from Samuel J. Russack, president 
of the congregation, inreply to an 
open column letter signed by mem- 
bers of the Hillerest and Ellen- 
wood Protective Associations, and 
printed in the Post-Dispatch on 
Wednesday last, 

The letter denied that residents 
of the subdivisions based their pro- 
test upon religious prejudice and 
declared their opposition was due 
‘o a belief that the United Hebrew 
Congregation intended to build not 
only a synagogue of divine worship, 
Hut a structure to include many 
social activities of the nature of a 
community center. This, they con- 
tended, would depreciate adjacent 
property ané@ impair the quiet, pri- 
vacy and residential attractiveness 
of their district. 

Replies to Letter. 
Russack’s reply follows in part: 
“The United Hebrew Congrega- 

tion never did intend to erect a 
community center building of the 
character which the protesting res- 
idents of Ellenwood have been led 
to believe the congregation would 
build. No plans ever- have been 
drawn, by any architect for the 
congregation, which called for a 
swimming pool, billiard and pool 
rooms, card rooms and dance halls. 
| Our plans always have provided for 
a main church auditorium, reli- 
gious school rooms, and large as- 
sembly hall for use by the chil- 
dren on Sunday mornings, by the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary Society and Tem- 
ple Men’s Club for their monthly 
meetings and by the congregation 
at large on occasions such as an- 
nual meetings and possibly s‘@m- 
mer services, 

“Tt has never been the intention 
nor is it now the intention to rent 
this large assembly hall for wed- 
dings, dancés or any other erter- | 
tainments that are outside of the. 
congregational sphere. In short.

factor in the double murder. She is incredible, 
therefore all the facts in the case not sup- 
ported by positive proof seem incredible.

Green will not even tell her own lawyers 
what they can accept. as the truth. Robert 
Green and his wife, Lena, are dead. Thus the 
two stories which might clear away the puzzle 
are unavailable. 

It is known that some time before Aug. 16 
last, Green, a foreman in the Missouri 
Pacific yards at Little Rock, received a tele- 
gram from Mrs. Winona Green at Pueblo, Col. 

“Am sick and broke,” it read. ‘Please 
wire $35 so I can make you a visit.”’ 

He sent her the money, supposing that his 
son, Roy, had not been working (a habit with 
him) and that his daughter-in-law was in 
actual want. He was a kindly man who had 
labored hard, paying up a $10,000 life insur- 
ance policy and saving about $10,000 besides. 
Of his wife, neighbors who knew them both do 
not speak so well. She was shrewish and 
grasping. Many times she had been heard 
quarreling with her husband over money af- 


fairs. 


Arrived Secretly, Day Ahead 


Winona was to arrive Aug. 17. Instead, she 
reached Little Rock on the morning of Aug. 
16. She did not make her presence known, 
spending the day about the Union Station and 
public library. She was nearly destitute upon 
her arrival, traveling without coat or hat. 
She did, however, possess an automatic pistol. 

Shortly before midnight the young woman 
went to a railroad cut near Fourth street and 
Summit avenue, a neighborhood always de- 
serted at this time of night. There beside 
the track she waited until her father-in-law 
left his work at midnight. He checked out, 
lighted his lantern, chopped himself a bit of 
company ice which he placed in a sack and 
started along the tracks for home. To reach 
his home, which is about three blocks from 
the cut, he habitually followed the track to 
this point in the high embankment. Winona 
knew his custom well, having f 


Green home here for several months before 
she and her husband moved West. 

When he reached the cut, she accosted him. 
Her first shot struck him in the side and he 
fell. .She fired three more into his head, then 
started off down the track toward Union Sta- 
tion. To make sure he was dead, she returned, 
leaned over, placed the pistol close to his body 
and fired again. 

Next, she took a circuitous route to a cross 
street about eight blocks away, where she hid 
the pistol in a sewer hole. Then she went 
back to Union Station and spent the rest of 
the night there. In the morning, after the 
“Rainbow,” a flyer from the West, reached 
Little Rock, she called Mrs. Green by tele- 


phone.

“My God!” exclaimed his slayer, “what 
happened?”

Winona went out to the house and mourned. 
Chief of Detectives James Pitcock and his men 
were questioning fellow employes of Green 
at the yard, thinking perhaps one had shot 
him in revenge for some grievance. Winona 
was interviewed perfunctorily. She told them 
she had just got in that morning. They had 
nothing on which to challenge her perfect 
alibi and had no reason to question it. 

Winona stayed with her mother-in-law and 
sent for her husband. Mrs. Green Sr. collect- 
ed the $10,000 life insurance and let it be 
known that her husband's will had left every- 
thing to her. What went on between the two 
women during the next six weeks only Winona 
has tolé—some believe her; some do not. 

On the morning of Sept. 24 Mrs. 
Green and Wisona decided on a sudden 
and surreptitious trip to Tulsa, Ok. Winona's 
mother-in-law obtained a cashier's check for 
$2000. She also bought two tickets to Tulsa.

Upon their arrival in Tulsa the morning of 
the twenty-fifth Winona purchased an auto- 
matic pistol at a pawn shop. She used the 
name “Hattie Loring,” but was obliged, under 
an Oklahoma law, to give her fingerprints. 
She next rented a Ford coupe from a “drive- 
it-yourself’’ concern, calling a local banker, 
whom she knew, for reference. About the 
middle of the morning, Winona and her 
mother-in-law set out in the Ford. They drove 
through Fisher, Ok., four miles from Tulsa, 
and turned up into the mountains along a 
deserted road. 


Circumstances of Second Murder 


Winona shot her mother-in-law to death in 
a wooded patch down the hill from the road.

Just a little scrap of paper. None of the 
gang had any idea it would “queer the 
works.” 

When the shooting was over and the col- 
lection car of the Hochelaga Bank had been 
leoted, seven of the robbers fled the scene in 
two automobiles, a Ford sedan and a Hud- 
son touring car. One thing had gone wrong, 
but that did not worry them. It was, in their 
eyes, a mere detail. 

Harry Stone had “got his” when the guards 
ia the bank car shot back. He was dead, and 
his pals wasted no time on tears. They 
bundled his body into the tonneau of the 
Hudson and then let it run wild down a 
street, when they had gone far enough from 
the scene of the holdup and safety lay in 
abandoning it. The Hudson brought up in a 
pile of wreckage against a telephone pole. 

Detectives who rushed to the wreck when 
residents of the street telephoned te head- 
quarters, dragged the body into the light. 

Harry’s comrades had forgotten all about 
the scrap of paper he and each one of them 
had carried in their pockets” Each had scrib- 
bled down the telephone number of the house 
at 57 Coursol street, where “the swag’ was 
to be divided after the robbery.

Mary Serafini was stuffing $3000 in bills of 
large denomination into her stockings when 
the police entered. All four were placed 
under arrest.

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ORTHERN Missouri 
bas attained the dis- 
tinction, in the past 
12 months, of becom- 
ing the world's 
“farthest north” in 
rice production. Suc. 
cessful, not merely experimental, 
production is meant. Just now 
there is a “rice boom” fm Lincoln 
County, the proud little capital of 
the boom being the town of Els- 
berry, 68 miles north of St. Louis. 
Elsberry, you might say, is “feeling 
its rice,”’ which is different from 
feeling its oats, the difference being 
measured in dollars. Oats, and 
likewise wheat and corn, look sick- 
ly even at peak production and 
peak price when compared with rice 
grown on the same or similar land 
in Lincoln County. 

Just to prove this before proceed- 
ing, let it be mentioned that a tract 
of land which cost $130 an acre a 
few years ago and had been virtnu- 
ally a dead loss to its purchaser, be- 
cause it refused to grow enough 
wheat or corn to pay production ex- 
penses, produced a crop of rice in 1923 worth. at last 
year’s market price, more than enough to pay for the 
land. 

That was the very first rice crop in this new 
‘arthest-north area. It was an experimental crop, 
65 acres being planted. WHarvesting of this year’s 
erop on the same 65 acres and about 800 additional 
acres in the same vicinity was completed only a 
few days ago, the work running into late October. 
Threshing will take place early this month, when. 
according to present estimates, a crop averaging 100 
bushels to the acre will be hauled to the grain ele 
vators at Elsberry for shipment to the rice mills 
at Memphis and other Southern points. 


Now do a little sum in elementary mathematics. 
This Northern Missouri rice, admittedly of a superi- 
or quality, is going to sell at a figure around $1.25 
a bushel, lot for lot. From the 850 acres just har- 
vested the geet#inated yield is 85,000 bushels. At 
$1.25 a bushel the sale price of the 1924 product 
figures up to $106,250. Lop off the $6250 and eall 
it, im round numbers, $100,000. It may run to more 
and it may drop to less. Let us remember that only a 
small group of farmers, half a dozen or so. will en- 
joy this bonanza. Subtract 20 per cent of the total 
for cost of the water supply to grow the rice. and 
each fortunate farmer still has a matter of $100 an 
acre for his crop. The other expenses are about 
what they would be in growing wheat. All the rest 
is pure velvet. 


If you have digested this simple sum in the first 
class in ‘rithmetic, now you can understand why, on 
a recent Sunday, more than 500 farmers from the 
neighboring counties in Missouri and [Illinois mo- 
tored to Elsberry and inspected the 850 acres of 
rice ripening on the level lands ef the Mississippi 
River bottoms two or three miles east of 
the town. Many of those farmers have acreage 
similar to that in the Elsberry Drainage Dis- 
trict, where_the big rice crop this year was pro- 
duced. They came to study Elsberry’s rice boom for 
future reference. 

Early in the spring of 1923, which was an uncom- 
monly wet season, Alvin V. Rowe drove from his 
home in Galesburg, D1, to take a look at his 1200 
acres lying east of Elsberry. There was one wheat 
field of 65 acres that gave the owner @ severe pain.

served as the counterpart of a mine gallery. In 
the upper surface of the cylinder, at stated inter- 
vals, were ports, 
some of them pro- 
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vided with lids. 

The progress of 
an explasion from 
one end of the cyl- 
inger to the other 
could be detected by 
jets of smoke and 
flame that burst 
from one after an- 
other of these 
vents. The motion 
pictures secured 
show this interest- 
ing phenomenon 
clearly. Shelves ar- 
ranged laterally in- 
side the tube were 
sprinkled with flour 
for one of the dem- 
onstrations, and 
with starch dust for 
another. 

One end of the 
cylinder was open 
and the other was 
closed except for a

charge was set off. 

The blast was far more vio 
lent than the one preceding it 
and startled the engineers. 
However, it was mild compared 
with the third and last explosion, produced by sub 
stituting starch dust for the flour dust. | 

During each of the experiments the motion-pic 
ture operator was housed in a portable telephone 
booth, brought to the scene to serve as a shelter 
and placed with the solid board side of the booth 
turned toward the mouth of the cylinder. This 
shelter was set less than 100 feet from the cylinder, 
and just enough to one side to be out of the direct 
line of the blast. A hole was cut in the wall of 
the booth, through which the camera was trained 
on the scene of the explosion. 

During each of the first two blasts the operator 
was somewhat shaken by the detonation, but the 
shocks were relatively light and their effect little 
more than temporary. With the setting off of the 
starch charge, however, the earth seemed to tremble, 
the booth rocked on its foundation and reports re- 
ceived later showed that houses two and three miles 
away were shaken. 

The concussion shattered tle glass im the walls 
of the telephone booth. The opemmtor was tempo- 
rarily blinded and almost stunned, but his long 
training in his profession kept him mechanically 
turning the crank of his camera even as it swayed 
to and fro in its shelter. All of this upheaval took 
but an instant of time. 

Climbing out from the broken booth, the operator 
looked about and found that some of the engineers, 
who had stood at a considerable distance to witness 
the test, had been thrown to the ground. 

Examination of the Bureau of Mines equipment 
showed that the concrete foundations had been shat- 
tered by the violence of the blast and part of the 
shelves within had been blown out and reduced te 
kindling, while the target, or deflecting screen, which 
stood some distance from the open mouth of the 
cylinder, had been partly torn from its deeply laid 
foundations. 

The purpose of this film is to aid in a campaign 
now being carried on to check carelessness which 
in recent years has resulted in great loss of life and 
property. While it would seem that such a cam- 
paign would be unnecessary, invéstigation has re-

N THE Army Muscum of the In 

valides, at Paris, stands a motor 

truck of caterpillar type, weather- 

stained and travel-tworn. This car 
was ome of the fleet of five which last 
year achieved the first automobdile 
crossing of the Sahara Desert. The 
distance of 2200 miles from Touggourt, 
tn Aigeria, to Timbuctoo, in the Sou- 
dan, was traversed in 15 stages and 
in the remarkable time of 20 days. A 
caravan of pack camels takes from siz 
to seren months_for the same jour- 
ney. With meharas (fast camels) it takes ecight 
to ten weeks to do the same distance, and nothing 
can be transported but necessities for the trip. 

The Sahara does not consist entirely of @ vast ex 
panse of practically lerel sand. The expedition trav- 
ersed rocky plains, boulder-strewn valleys, dangerous 
mountain passes and sandy wastes, where the anbear- 
able heat of day was followed by the piercing cold of 
night. During 800 miles of the trip the travelers had 
to depend solely on the supplies which they carried in 
their specially built cars. 

After a week or two of rest in_Timbuctoo end vt 
cimity, the party motored back across the desert in 
the same efficient manner, and all France rejoiced. 
The French hoid enormous colonial possessions in 
Africa, and faster, cheaper. more dependable com 
munication between Northern Africa and the Soudan 
is essential for commercial as well as for military 
reasons. The slow camel is certain to be displaced by 
the auto of caterpillar type. 

An account of the adventures on the trip, as well as 
@ description of outlandish Timbuctoo, is contained ian 
the book, “Across the Sahara by Motor Car.” written 
by Georges Marie Haardt and Lowis Audouin-Dubdrenil, 
the two leaders.

é HE cars were surrounded by Tuareg, prancing 

on their little horses, and by Berabishes and 
Koundas, whose camels were inclined to shy 
at the unaccustomed noise of the motors. 

“We arrived under the walls of the city, and an 
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immense crowd was 
there to greet us. All 
the races of the Bend 
of the Niger were 
mixed together to 
participate in our welcome. 

“The blacks gave forth cries of joy 
indiscriminately in 20 different lan- 
guages. Their enthusiasm had an 
unmistakable air of spotaneity. They 
were certainly sincere. For the first 
Z* time these poor people. saw arriving from the 

north a force of good intent. Up to that time 

our soldiers came to protect them, our offi- 

cials, colonists and missionaries to educate 
them, our traders to enrich them—all from the west, 
by way of Senegal. 

“Of the north they had but a memory of fear, of 
devastating invasions. Their one terror was to see 
emerging from the steppes, if not the sinister armies 
of Morocco, at least those starving hordes of the 
Sahara who had always pillaged them. 

“Our cars emerging from that accursed and 
threatening horizon meant to them that there, also, 
France keeps watch. It is the 
end of a nightmare, the definite 
assurance of a fruitful peace, 
henceforth without eclipse.” 

With these words of mingled 
description and reflection do the 
two Frenchmen, Georges Marie 
Haardt and Louis Audouin-Du- 
breull, chronicle the arrival of 
their fleet of caterpillar cars at 
‘Timbuctoo, on a day of stifling 
heat, in January, 1923. 

Having been welcomed by the 
French officials and residents, as 
well as by the noisy throng of 
natives, the party then proceeded 
to the Place Joffre, withingthe 
walls, where a little ceremony 
eccurred: the delivery to Col. 
Mangeot, commanding the region 
of Timbuctoo, of the first trans- 
saharan automobile mail. A few 
appropriate words from one of 
the expedition were, as the auth- 
ors describe it, “listened to in re- 
Ygious silence, and were fol- 
lowed by thunderous applause. 

Timbuctoo, famous old “City 
of Mystery.” now lies at the end 
of an automobile trip.

The 

equipment of the tramssaharan éxpedition in- 

cluded a rifle for each man, and upon three of 

the five cars were mounted airplane machine 

guns. They also carried side-arms, and rockets 
for signaling. 


“*All French manner,’ they said to each other, 
with an air of wisdom. For it was clear that noth- 
ing was impossible to the French, those magicians 
who could construct a mehara (camel) of steel and 
whose power, they said, went so far as to be able 
to travel through the air on big birds with linen 
wings.’ 

The number of entirely naked women in the 
streets of Timbuctoo is not great. Many wear a 
cloth around the hips, their torso remaining un- 
covered. The clothed women of Timbuctoo are gen- 
erally covered like catafalques, wearing boubous 
with great, heavy folds and mantles of thick wool. 

“Worn by the Tuareg and the Songhai,’ say the 
authors, “the costume is not without an effect of 
sumptuousness. Their elegance is barbaric, but it 
shows that innate sense of drapery which often 
astonished us among the Bedouins of the Northern 
Sahara. 

‘“‘A superb negress, standing erect in the doorway, 
straight, grave and somewhat hieratic, in a sort of 
embroidered simare, her fingers full of rings and 
her breast heavy with silver necklaces, evoked in 
us the image of the Sulamite woman, ‘black, yet 
comely,’ to whom King Solomon dedicated those 
passionate phrases in the Song of Songs. 

“A little farther, at the crossing of three 
streets, we saw a scene reminiscent of old Mem- 
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phis: Beside a stove resembling an anthill we saw 
a strapping girl baking her bread. She manipulated 
the flat trowel as it was done at the time of the 
Pharaohs by the Nubian women of the royal kitch- 
ens, whose black profile is engraved for all time on 
the walis of the underground funeral chambers of 
the Valley of the Kings. 

“The flame glowed at the open mouth of the fur-. 
nace, and licked with its many tongues the purple 
firebricks. Agreeable smells of hot dough mingled 
with the balmy scent of the smoke ascending in 
great spirals into the sky, like puffs of corded wool. 

“Black Eve carries on the most intimate occupa- 
tions on the threshold of her dwelling, even those of 
her toilet. Let us watch this hairdresser dealing 
with the fuzzy head of one of her companions. She 
is an artist. An old knife, a long iron needle and 
a sort of curry-comb are the instruments she uses. 
The head of her client is minutely shaved but for 
three tufts, which have a grotesque effect, one of 
them over the forehead and one over each ear. 

“The elegant ladies of Timbuctoo attach much 
value to this clownish coiffure, which is said to have 
been introduced long ago by a favorite of the great 
Emperor Kankan Moussa. 

‘There are other ways of dressing the thick black 
woo! which serves the Fulah, Toucouleur and Song- 
hai ladies as hair. It is dressed in parallel ridges 
and stuck together with clay, or even cowdung! 
Shells, glass beads and amulets are added, borrowed 
from every realm of nature and from the most unex- 
pected products of European industry.” 

An example cited is the stopper of a decanter 
which was observed proudly mounted in the midst of 
the coiffure, upon one young woman’s head. To 
such fantasies as the foregoing, the authors state, 
the Berabishes and Moors prefer innumerable small 
tresses, which they stick on their skulls with tallow, 


butter and oil. 

“The care of the head also includes long and pro. 
ductive sittings devoted to the chase. We pass 
lightly in front of that matron who is busy catching 
the parasites of a young beauty who surrenders 
herself to her expert hands with an air of perfect 
contentment. 

“The male hairdressers are in the same street. 
The negro usually has his head shaved, like the 
Arabs of the North. As for the Moors and Bera- 
bishes, their fuzzy wigs contribute largely to their 
forbidding, savage and cruel appearance.” 

At nightfall the terraces on top of the houses are 
soon filled with a jovial crowd. The ladies of Tim- 
buctoo are in the habit of going up there in the 
evening, and talk to each other with vivid gestures, 
whose breadth is said to be not without harmony. 

“With their voices and laughter and song we 
hear, from the streets, squares and lanes the dull 
beating of drums, some flutes or the strident notes 
of the Tuareg fiddle or negro guinebri, a primitive

In this instaliment, the airplane takes off from 
Japan, and the great adventure of the “Smoky Seas” 
is begun. The final chapter, to be printed next week, 
ends the voyage in disaster, and ends the story most 
gloriously. 

The yarn of these dauntless Britishers could not be 
better told than in this modest diary of a man 49 
years old, who could drink cup for cup with the young 
navy officers he met, and still stay above the table.

PART TWO. 
—-(Copyright, 1924.) 


UNDAY, July 6, 1924.—Left Tokio with 
Royle, Smith, Scott, etc., for Kasumigaura 
to meet MacLaren. Very hot journey— 
hotter at barracks. Received word that 
plane had made a forced landing and run 
out of. petrol near Kasimoto and couldn’t 
arrive that day at Kasumigaura, as expect- 
ed. Party returned to Tokio. I stayed at Kasumi- 
gaura. Very hot. Mosquitoes. 

Monday, July 7, 1924.—Party dribbled back from 
Tokio and plane arrived in afternoon. Bryant very 
pleased with his flight from Kagoshima. Pants 
torn, but happy. Crew looked well—thin, sunburnt. 
All wearing Indian kit—helmets, shorts and shirts. 
Drinks and toasts in hangar. Banquet in evening 
with Admiral commanding Kasumigaura in mess. 

Tuesday, July 8, 1924.——-MacLaren and company 
and self left Kasumigaura for Tokio. Party re- 
ceived at station with flowers, speeches, girls and 
general hurrahs. Call at embassy and then naval 
and military H..Q. Lunch at Imperial Hotel, given 
by British legation. Sixty present. Speeches. 
Afternoon call Prince Kuni—father-in-law present 
Regent. Medals presented. Comic show. Sheep 
and goats. Prince small and round and full of dig- 
nity. Then on to garden party, Baron Isakawa. 
Nice house and garden. Cheery crowd. Dinner at 
embassy in evening—60.

Wednesday, July 9, 1924.—Quiet morning at 
Royle’s.

Then on to Hochi Building for lecture by Mac- 
Laren to full hall. Very attentive and appreciative 
audience. Many speeches of introduction. Royle and 
I at back of stage like Massa Bones and Tambo. 
Crude map drawn and when MacLaren came to Pa- 
cific I tried to point out spots with rod, but was 
not allowed to by funny old buster who evidently 
thought he knew the route better. Tea at Royle’s 
and dinner at Maple Club, given by Admiral Funa- 
koshi. Very cheery—gelisha, singing, dancing, etc. 

Thursday, July 10, 1924.—Left Tokio by train 
from Uyeno Station for Kasumigaura 3 p. m., with 
MacLaren. 

KASUMIGAURA AIRDROME—JAPAN. 

Saturday, July 12, 1924.—Loaded plane and made 
a good start at midday. When up about 10 min- 
utes happened to see water leaking from radiator— 
passed note to MacLaren: “Is leak in radiator 
O K?” He looked round and wrote note to Plen- 
deMeith: “Turn back and land as fast as you can.” 
So we had to return—always a miserable job after 
good-bys. Radiator gland in water pump repaired 
during’ afternoon and night. Plane party back in 
barracks. 

Plane flew from airdrome to lake in morning and 
then removed wheels and gear. 

July 13.—Up early and got away in good time. 
Mist and fog made us come down twice in sea 
and once in small fishing village harbor. Self fell 
in water, clothes, hat and cigarette complete. Fog 
cleared in afternoon and flew on to Minato. Great 
welcome. Bryant and Mr. and Mrs. Howard and 
children. Jolly inn where I had lunched before 
(May 13). Got Mrs. Howard to mend my torn 
trousers. 

Banquet in evening. Difficult to keep awake. 

July 14.—Left Minato 7. Great crowd of boats 
to see us off. Lifted Howard kids into plane. 

Good start. Took off from sea towards shore, 
Much waving of flags and “banzais.” Perfect day. 
Crossed Tsugara Straits without incident. Passed 
steamer. Up east coast of Hokaido and landed at 
Kushiro at 11 a. m. Crowds in boats and on shore. 
Mayor in top hat and frock coat. Filled up with 
petrol and then went ashore for festivities. Children 
sang “God Save the King’’ very creditably. Ban- 
quet and usual speeches. Kodama very pleasant 
and smiling. Got away with difficulty at 1:30 and 
circled the town and away to 7 oe 
the N. E. No sooner clear of 
bay than into and above dense 
fog banks. Took chances and 
crossed over neck of land by 
Nemoro which was plainly vis- 
ible. Clear to westward so. 
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round the huts. Cold water 
and brickbats and finally 
logs of wood made us un- 
popular with her. 

Fog. 

July 18.—Plenderleith 
very feverish — 103 4-5 
degrees. In morning Gov- 
ernment steamer Urup Maru. Asked Captain send 
wireless to Jap destroyer at Broughton Bay. Was told 
at 3 p. m. that destroyer was returning, and we soon 
saw her smoke emerging out of the low fog to the 
north. She emerged and anchored and officers came 
ashore and we got telegrams off and some food 
ashore. Went up beach past first point to north 
with rifle and shot a large seal which I surprised 
asleep on a rock. Great splashing and gruntings 
before it died. Too far out to get and water too cold 
to swim. 

Cat a nuisance during night. 

Fog and rain all day. 

July 19.—Plenderieith still ill——temperature 
102 4-5 degrees and pulse 80. Jap officers on and 
off all day, asking foolish questions as to when 
we would start, and this with a dense fog and rain, 
low clouds and the pilot ill in bed. Went for walk 
along beach in afternoon. No luck. Fixed up pan- 
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try and stove to suit 
myself—‘“for I’m the 
cook,” etc. 

Heavy gale blowing— 
boats could not land 
from destroyer, so Jap 
officer and three men 
slept ashore. 

Fog and rain all day. 

July 20. — Pliender- 
leith better — 100 2-5 
degrees. Breakfast 7 
a. m. Porridge, ete. 

Rations low. Destroyer still in bay—usually half 
hidden in fog, with her funnels and masts emerging. 
Wind dropped after having blown all round the 
compass. Rain. Fog. Sea looks as if it was boiling 
hot and steam blowing off it. The “Smoky Seas,’ 
all right. 

Went for a walk along beach to south in after- 
noon with MacLaren. Took rifle. Mostly in fog, 
but emerged about three miles south of huts. Rocks 
of columnar formation, much distorted. Saw seal 
and many sea duck. Dinner not a success. Dense 
fog and rain squalls all day. Plenderleith normal 
in evening. Broke thermometer. 

July 21.—Up early. Cleaned up hut and cooked 
breakfast. Barometer still low and rain and fog 
on and offal! day. Liberty men from Isokazi, Jap- 
anese destroyer, ashore. Had visit in morning from 
Captain and three or four officers. Captain pre- 
sented us solemnly with a dog rose, which we put in 
a “gold flake’’ tin on top of the rusty stove. It 
smelis as sweet as any rose from any English gar- 
den and is wasting its beauty and perfume up in 
these God-forsaken islands. Chief petty officer drew 
away from the common herd and sat on the top of 
a sand hill in the fog and tootled solemnly on a hbam- 
boo flute from music and stand complete. Music 
on some weird Jap system.’ Cat appears to be pull- 
ing itself together and taking a more normal view 
of life. 

Plenderleith pretty miserable—over 103 degrees 
and headache. Went off in evening to dine on 
Isokazi. Boat’s crew like a lot of old women in surf 
and nearly swamped the boat. Cheery dinner. All 
very friendly and had gramophone after. English 
and Japanese music all mixed up. Then our friend, 
the flutist of the sand dunes, and a companion, was 
called in and made odd noises on his yard of bam- 
boo, joined later by a violinist who. scraped hellish 
discords from a raucous fiddle. Home loaded with 
coffee, lard, beer, ete. Washed up, wrote up diary 
and so to bed at 8:30 p. m. 


July 22.—Up at 5 a.m. Cleaned up hut, cooked 
breakfast—rice only. Later, as weather appeared 
more settled and less fog about, it was decided to 
bring the plane from the lake to the sea and tie up 
astern the destroyer. Plenderleith and Andrews 
went to plane and she took off in 100 yards and 
flew over the huts in great style. She then flew up 
the coast three or four miles to look at the weather. 
Plender¥ith reported fog much clearer and could see 
Yetorup to the south. Plane flew back and landed in 
sea in bank of thick mist and humped heavily on 
landing. MacLaren and self packed up and took all 
gear to shore and off to destroyer. Long telegram 
from Orde Lees, correspondent, saying Times and 
rest of world very anxious about us. MacLaren got 
off wireless in answer. Lunch on destroyer. Plen- 
derleith 103.1 and very miserable. Andrews also 
seedy—101.3, so this puts the lid on our flying 
north today; the least fog since we landed here. 
Compelled to wait developments 6n destroyer. Dosed 
invalids. Supped and slept in hammocks. 

July 23.—-Fine morning, full of promise of fair 
weather. Packed up and transferred gear to plane. 
Got off 7:40. Flew over strata of fog, worse at 
south end of Simushir Island. Entered Broughton 
Bay 9:15—1 hour 35 minutes—1i160 miles. Passed 
two whales playing and blowing off Black Brothers.

trep for seed, which he did, using it 
in his own planting and selling to his 
neighbors for this year’s crop. 

Most of the crop now about ready for 
the elevator bins will be sold to South- 
ern rice millers, seed being retained for 
planting several thousand acres next 
year. Already preparations for putting 
more than 3000 acres to rice inAhe Els- 
berry district have been made, and 
some of the farmers estimate that 5000 
acres will be seeded next spring. | 

In the Elsberry Drainage District, 
which runs several miles up into Pike 
County, are approximately 23,000 acres 
of land. More than half of this area is 
said to be suitable to the production of 
rice. Several Pike County owners of 
land in the district have taken a deep 
interest in the Elsberry experiment and 
are expected to plant rice in 1925. 
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There are other drainage districts to the 
eouth, where thousands of acres are 
available for rice. Owners of land in 
these districts, which reach down to 
the northern boundary of St. Charles 
County, are awaiting the full report of 
this year’s crop of Elsberry rice. 

In other parts of Northern Missouri 
are many thousands of acres recently 
put under drainage, running northwest- 
ward almost to St. Joseph. These bot- 
tom lands along the Grand River and its 
several forks, and along the Chariton 
and other streams, and on the upper 
side of the Missouri, are believed by the 
Elsberry rice growers to be capable of 
producing rice in abundance. The suc- 
cessful start at Elsberry has attracted 
attention from rice men wherever this 
cereal is grown in the United States, and 
the belief is expressed that within a few 
years the returns from this crop in the 
northern counties of Missouri will ag- 
gregate millions of dollars. In the Els- 
berry neighborhood, with something like 
12,000 acres of’rice land awaiting cul- 
tivation, local prophets already foresee 
a million-dollar output annually. 

Rice, which is the staple food of about 
three-fourths of the human race, dif- 
fers from the cereal of second impor- 
tance, wheat, in that it requires an enor- 
mous quantity of water for its growth. 
Agricultural scientists state that rice 
tlants get three-fourths of their sus- 
tenance from the water and the air. 
Thus it is seen that the cereal cannot 
be grown successfully on sloping land, 
on pleateaus where the water drains off, 
nor in any soil so porous that it will 
not hold water. But it is a mistake to 
assume that only swampy land will grow 
rice. The Blsberry demonstration has 
upset several theories that were taken 
for granted. 

In the first place, the farthest-north 
rice triumph has proved that the world’s 
most nearly necessary cereal need not 
depend altogether upon Southern sea- 
sons for successful -production. It 
shows that rice growing is merely a 
matter of fairly rich soil that will hold 
water—plus plenty of water for the 
holding. The growing season, of course, 
must be long enough to develop the 
grain and ripen it for harvesting before 
frost nips it. Rice men who have 
studied the Elsberry experiment are said 
to have expressed the belief that within 
a few years there will be bottom lands 
far up in Iowa with rice plantations 
bringing in far greater profits than 
wheat would give on the same acreage. 

Rice matures, in the new Missouri 
field, in about 115 days. For 90 days 
the fields are flooded with water three 
to six inches deep, night and day. The 
pumps are kept at work constantly. The 
present equipment comprises a pumping 
station near the Mississippi River, from 
which canals run to the rice fields. The 
fields themselves are supplied through 
iaterals and the water flows over the 
ground just as in ordinary irrigation, 
save that for rice it is pumped in much 
‘'arger volume. 

The soil in the Elsberry Drainage Dis- 
trict is a black gumbo, said to be about 
10 feet deep. It is so heavy that it

SHIPS.” 


VERYONE is familiar with the 
story that in the middle of the 
Atlantic Ocean, in what is called 
the Sargasso Sea, there is a great 
pool of stagnant sea water where 
abandoned ships have drifted from all 
parts of the sea and now lie, over- 
grown with ocean weeds.

He finds areas where more or 
less seaweed floats in scattered clumps 
on the surface of the ocean, but never 
a. dead ship. And nowhere was the 
seaweed matted closely enough to form 
anything like an island.

Self-binders drawn by four 
mules or horses cut and bind the grain, 
which is set up in shocks to dry out for 
threshing. With favorable weather it 
is .ready for the thresher about two 
weeks after cutting. In the Elsberry 
district the ground is broken in the fall, 
so that early seeding may be done the 
next spring. 

The rice harvest this autumn present- 
ed certain difficulties not common to 
wheat cutting. Owing to heavy rains’! 
and to the soggy condition of the ground 
because of its season’s stand of water, 
some of the fields were rather much 
like quagmires when the self-binders 
began work. In some instances it was 
impossible to move the reapers on 
wheels. Sled runners were substituted. 

It was an odd sight when four stout 
beasts were seen dragging the self- 
binder around a field on runners. Every 
now and then there would be a sudden 
stop, and those in charge of the reaper 
would crawl under the machine and 
dig it out of the mud. These delays 
occurred usually at the places where 
the reaper was trying to cross the lit- 
tle levies that are built here and there 
in the fields, for purposes of hoarding 
water. For the operation of the bind- 
ing part of the machine it is necessary 
also to put in a motor, rice straw being 
green and heavy when cut. 

Last year’s experimental crop _ in 
Lincoln County is said to have estab- 
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lished a world’s record in rice yield per 
acre. The average yield per acre in the 
Arkansas district in 1923 was 38.8 
bushels. It was the production of con- 
siderably more than twice this average 
at Elsberry which riveted the attention 
of rice planters upon the Northern Mis. 
souri project and almost made them 
gasp with amazement. 

After harvesting his last year’s crop 
Mr. Rowe, confident that rice culture 
on the black lands gf the Mississippi 
River bottoms is an experiment no 
longer, began work on an irrigation 
project to supply the entire drainage 
district, east, north and south of town, 
with water. By the beginning of next 
season water for 3000 to 5000 acres will 
be available. Capacity of the pumping 
plant is to be increased as the demand 
for water increases. 


History, so to speak, has reversed 
itself in Lincoln County. Ten years 
ago a number of farmers owning land 
in the vicinity of King’s Lake, which 
lies below Elsberry, organized a drain- 
age district and bonded themselves 
heavily to provide funds for getting rid 
of the surplus water. Much of the old 
King’s Lake was drained off. Large 
tracts of land were filled. Now that 
much of this same land has been found 
to be much more profitable when plant- 
ed to rice than when used for any | 
other crop, the efforts of everybody in-
